Premier Manning announced Mon- 
day the start of a crop-damage sur- 
vey in Alberta and said the provin- 
cial government is “ready to take 
any 
meet the problems of industry.” 

The provincial government will 
also support the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture in its requests that the 
federal government issue another 
payment immediately on the last 
crop yes! and arrange a system of 
bank loans for farmers, he said 

Mr, Manning made the announce- 
ments following a meeting between 
the cabinet and a farm delegation 
headed by Roy C. Marler, A.P.A. 
president. Also present was Henry 
Young, president of the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta, 


Mr. Manning stressed the “import- 
ance of individual farmers who re- 
quire seed and feed grain making 
What arrangements they can at the 
earliest possible date.” He did not 
elaborate, 

The province-wide survey would 
be to ascertain “as accurately as pos- 
sible the extent of damage and the 
outlook in various districts.” It 
would also attempt to determine how 
much seeo and feed grain there is 01, 
Alberta furms, 

Mr. Manning estimated the sur- 
vey Will take roughly two weeks and 
would be followed by another meet- 
ing between the cabinet and farm 
leaders,

LETTER TO EDITOR 


Dear Sir: 

The decision of the Farmers’ Union 
of Alberta ‘F.U.A.) to go all out in « 
big one-day drive to enrol] a ma- 
| jority of over 50 per cent of all farm- 
ers is to be commended. As the Rt 
| Hon. James Gardiner told a Saskat- 
|chewan audience last fall, there 
should be a 100 per cent farm or@an- 
ization signed up and that their do- 
ing So is 40 years past due. 

I am very interested in the blue- 
print of the proposed drive 

As I understand it, the farm union 
will conduct the drive from heaa- 
quarters in the lines of a range 
round-up. They will have foremen 
with crews of “riders” to sweep up- 
lands and lowlands foy farmers to 
join. All terms used will be borrow- 
ed from the range. It is hoped to 
gather in at least 55 to 60 per cent 
of resident farm operators 

If We are successful it will be the 
first time in the history of Canada 
that a non-commercial educational 
organization of farm dwellers suc- 
| ceeded in enrolling a clear majority 
In fact we are told that only Nortn 


'pakota of all the 48 states has 
reached a long sought goal 
It is to be hoped that Albertans 


will rise to the occasion. Let's make 
history as the first provincial body 
of agrarians in Canada to make its 
objective. The farmers of Manitoba 
enlisted 42 per cent, Saskatchewan 
48 per cent, and Alberta has only to 
double its present farm union sign- 
up in orde: to break the record. 


Do we need such an organization? 
Are we getting a fair return for the 
capital invested in the farm? Are 
we getting a fair return for the labor 
and risks involved? Should we be 
penalized if we produce too much, 
when two-thirds of the population of 
the world does not get enough to 
eat? 

We are a country of surpluses 
which, if properly handled can be a 
great asset. A country with millions 
of dollars of food on hand is just as 
wealthy as one with the same am- 
ount of gold. 

I believe it is the responsibility of 
the country as a whole to store, if 
necessary, surplus goods for future 
needs or marketing 

No farmer should be asked to take 

less than cost of production plus a 
decent return for his labor and risks 
involved, for when he does. his buy- 
ing power is impaired and all 
}branches of endeavor in the country 
| suffer. 
Only a strong farm organization 
|will impreve these conditions; some 
say it can't be done. They said once 
lthat Mt. Everest could not be climb- 
ed. Alberta can and will break the 
lrecord in the field of farm organiza- 
tion.

In feeding beef calves individ- 
ually from weaning at six months 
of age, it has been found that 
bulls gained most rapidly, steers 
ranked second and heifers third. 
The economy of gains was in the 
same order. 

When starting calves on grain 
feeding at the Experimental Sta- 
tion at Scott, Sask., the practice 
followed in most cases is to give 
two pounds of hay to each pound 
of grain mixture for the first few 
weeks. If the hay is not fully con- 
sumed the grain mixture is redue- 
ed accordingly, and — increased 
later as the calf becomes accust- 
omed to the concentrate. 

During the winter of 1953-54 
only balls and heifers were fed 
individually at the Scott Station. 
The average gain for seven bull 
calves in 174 days was 2.36 pounds 
per head daily and for seven 
heifers in 230 days 1.62 pounds. 
The grain requirement per hund- 
ved pounds gain was 446 pounds 
for bulls and 541 for heifers 

The hay was gradually reduced 
in proportion until the quantity 
of grain mixture was from three 
to four pounds to each pound of 


hay at the end of the feeding test. | 


The object in feeding more hay 
at the beginning is to help prevent 
the animals from going off feed 
which so often happens at first 
unless special precautions are 
taken. The object in reducing the 
proportion of hay as the feeding 
period advances is to get the calf 
to eat more grain. 

The average daily grain intake 
reached a maximum of 14 pounds 


for heifers and 18 pounds for 
bulls. For the purposes of the test 
the bulls were fed until they 


reached 900 pounds and the heif- 
ers 800 pounds, The average time 
rquired to reach these weights 
was 874 days for bulls and 441 
days tor heifers. 

The animals were hand ted, but 
unless the feeder is experienced 
in hand feeding for maximum 
gains and the same person feeds 
every day, and at the same hour, 
a more satisfactory plan would 
he the self feeder, 

The grain mixture for this test 
Was approximately two-thirds oats 
by weight and one third barley 
with ten per cent linseed meal at 
first. This proportion was grad- 
ually reversed by the middle of 
the feeding period with the lin- 
seed meal being reduced to five 
per cent,
